Point Four—British Version

Heraldic Art in Publicity 


BRAM Games whose exhi- 
bition of postes was opened 
on Oct. 14 at the Bezalel Mu- 
seum, had introduced himself 
with a fine visiting card: his 
design of the Maccabiah stamp, 
the best stamp our Post Office 
has issued so far. Games’ one- 
man show does not disappoint 
such pleasant anticipations, He 
is am accomplished representa- 
tive of a trend in modern pub- 
licity art, which could be called 
the Signet, or Heraldic, school 
A comparison with the work 
of Lewitt-Him. recentiy shown 
in Jerusalem, makes it easy to 
clarify, where Games and his 
followers stand in publicity art 
Whilst Lewitt-Him's designs get 
richer from draft to sketch, 
whilst they crowd the final con- 
ception with a richness of gags, 
Abram Games whittles his ideas 
down to bare essentials as 
llustrated by his consecutive 
sketches for the English Olym- 
pia stamp To enjoy fully «a 
poster by Lewitt-Him one has 
to study it at close range, 


raldry, where the most noble 
coats of arms are always the 
simplest. Even his selection of 
colours would pass the scrutiny 
of a Herald's Office. This in- 
teresting affinity probably re- 
ults from the fact that the ul- 
timate purposes of a good me- 
dieval coat-of-arms and a good 
modern poster are identical — 
to be easily and unmistakably 
recognized at a distance 

The posters by Games are 
self-evident. The text is often 
redundant Many of them as 
the “Don't Touch” and the 
“Don't Talk” series, could be 
adapted easily for use in Israel. 
Games’ D.P. poster says what 


has to be sald in the simplest 
ami most impressive way. His 
recruiting posters are not only 


with great sticcess (One is al- 
ways surprised to note how 
easily Surrealism is understood 
by the uninitiated when a clear 
message is to be conveyed 

The question may arise, whe- 
ther the future in publicity art 
belongs to the story-telling 
school of Lewitt-Him or to the 
sublimating trend of Abram 
Games. The only answer is that 
both have their “raison d'etre’ 
if the posters are well done. 
The funny story pictorially told 
with a giggle. and the bare 
signet. seriously developed. 
should grace our streets in that 
colourful variety which is still 
so badly missing.
